The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that 
all motor vehicles be inspected as to condition of brakes, 
lights and equipment which affect the safety of motor traf­ 
fic. There are two inspection periods in each year. 
Motor 
vehicles not equipped with “approval” stickers are barred 
from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. 
Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
subject to a fine of $10 and costs or five days in jail, in de­ 
fault. 
Certain garages have been designated by the state 
to inspect cars according to the law— go to one today and 
have your car inspected—get your sticker.

Society Circles Wondering Whether She Will Be iii Dis­ 
tinguished Visitors’ Callery When King Ed­ 
ward Opens Parliament Today. 


London, Nov. 3 (AP),—-The pos­ 
sible presence of Mrs. Wallis W ar­ 
field Simpson in the distinguished 
visitors’ gallery to watch King Ed­ 
ward open parliament today was the 
main topic of London's dinner-table 
conversations Monday night. 
Some 
Londoners 
thought 
she 
would be there, while others said 
she wouldn’t. 
One unconfirmed report was that 
she would spend the day in Paris 
because neither she nor King Ed­ 
ward wished to attract undue pub­ 
lic attention. 
Those who said she would attend 
the ceremony recalled the virtual 
traffic stampede caused by her ap­ 
pearance at the ceremonies during 
the proclamation of Edward’s for­ 
mal ascension to the throne last 
January. 
All were agreed on one point, 
however—that there would be no 
precedent to prevent Mrs. Simpson 
from witnessing King Edward's ap­ 
pearance in parliament if she should 
be invited. 
He Is to make the declaration of 
Protestant 
faith 
required of all 
British monarchs. According to law 
each British ruler must make the 
pronouncement either during the 
coronation 
ceremony 
or 
at 
his 
initial meeting with parliament, de­ 
pending on whichever comes first. 
The coronation has been set for 
next May. 
Speaking from the throne in the 
House of Lords, King Edward is to 
repeat the eenturies-old oath: 
“I do solmenly and sincerely In 
the presence of God profess, testify, 
and declare I am a faithful Prot­ 
estant, and that I will, according to 
the true intent of the enactments 


which secure the Protestant succes­ 
sion to the throne of my realm, up­ 
hold and m aintain the said enact­ 
ments to the best of my powers ac­ 
cording to the law.”

when Edward's father. King George, 
opened parliament was removed sev­ 
eral months ago.

Also because there is no consort, 
it is understood the Duke of Beau- 
| fort, Master of the Horse, will ride 
with him in the state coach from 
Buckingham palace to Westminster. 
The coach is the one in which King 
George rode to his coronation. 
Parliament faces a heavy pro­ 
gram. 
One of the major items is 
the task of financing the govern­ 
ment’s plans for large-scale rearma­ 
ment. 
The government also seeks leg­ 
islation to prevent disorders at pub­ 
lic meetings and to regulate the 
wearing of political uniforms, as the 
result of the recent fascist-com­ 
munist rioting in the Jewish east 
end of London.
